Great emergencies develop heroes. 
\\\- 
do not know until the moment of action 
who among our fellows are the truly brave. 
They arise out of ranks where we last look 
for them, and characters crown them­ 
selves with hays from whom the least he­ 
roic acts are expected. 
The other day, in 
San Franei-eo. a threadbare street vendor, 
a sallow, weakly man, moving low down 
in the social current, the very last of all 
whom the street crowd would select as the 
leader of a forlorn hope, elbowed his way 
through a nerveless group of strong men 
looking down into a pit to see a fellow-man 
die. 
He realized his duty, and possessed 
that measure of nerve and self-sacrifice and 
love for humanity of which heroes are 
made. 
W ithout an instant of hesitation, 
he plunged into the death hole, lifted up 
the «lying man. a stranger to him, and, 
at 
extremes! 
peril 
to 
himself, bore 
him to the u¡>¡Kr air and life, just as. Ids 
own strength failed and the fatal gas had 
overcome Wi-hy/r', « 
hope of 
reward, ti»eexpectation of public plaudits, 
will notjiiake more men heroes, or in any 
table degree enlarge the number i f 
those who place their lives at hazaril to 
save others. 
Nevertheless, there should 
be in every community some organization 
to formally recognize such deeds of hero­ 
ism and place upon the breasts of such 
men the badge of honor. 
In England, 
France and Germany there are State or­ 
ganizations to tliis end, and in our great 
Eastern citic- humane societies deck the 
victors who snat“h life from peri!. 
Now 
and then Congress votes a medal to some 
hero who, by his daring, saves life at the 
peril of his own on the occasion of great 
disasters. 
Hut the heretofore unknown 
street vendor who last week went down 
into a black 
pit 
to face death 
that 
another might live, was as grandly heroic 
as any of those who have battled with 
waves or flames for a like puri«ose. 
That 
his net will receive no more fitting tribute 
than passing newspaper notice, is a re­ 
proach to the humanity of the citizens of 
our metropolis.

PREPARING EARLY. 


What are known as aggressive Republi­ 
can Clubs arc being formed at the East to 
labor for the unification of the party and 
its proper disciplining for the compaign of 
1888. A t no previous time in our history 
has time’s forelock been so early seized in 
political matters. W hile a very enthusi­ 
astic spirit is now manifest—all the more 
surprising because vital in the face of 
recent defeat—we fear that it will decline 
very much before the four years have 
elapsed. 
But the organizations can do no 
harm. They will serve as monitors to the 
Democratic administration, and can be 
made useful helps in broadening the lib­ 
eral sentiment at the South where there is 
need for proselyting efforts. The Republi­ 
cans, by reason of their long continuance 
in power, had become negligent of proper 
organization, and had allowed the party 
business to degenerate into the hands of 
managers who in many cases adopted a 
policy opjiosed to the best interests of the 
partv and antagonistic to political purity. 
They cannot now depend upon office-hold­ 
ers. If the organization is to he purified, 
compacted and strengthened, it mast be by 
the efforts of those attached to the party 
from principle, and willing to adhere to it 
for the sake of the fundamental truths 
of which it has been the champion. Such 
organizations, however, will fail of their 
object if they are to be used as whips to 
sting and annoy the incoming administra­ 
tion. Watchful, manly and open, and not 
carping criticism is desirable, but there 
will be no profit in mere captious and 
technical assaults. The Republican organ­ 
ization now becomes the party of opposi­ 
tion, but it will gain nothing by making 
that opposition mere fault-finding. 
It 
must rise superior to such methods, assail 
faulty principles, oppose dangerous doc­ 
trines, and expose un-American and un­ 
economic svstcms and schemes.

It is a direct violation of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty—a more distinct 
violation than Blaine ever contemplated. 
The Americans will not suppose that Eng­ 
lishmen deprecate tiie treaty owing to an 
alarm of an extension of American domin­ 
ions. or that they mistrust that the treaty 
will he abused to the injury of British 
trade ; but thev cannot approve of the ex­ 
ample of one State purchasing the control 
of such water-ways forpersonal advantage, 
and not as a trustee for the world. The 
summary of the provisions of the treaty, as 
cabled to England, contains no provisions 
in behalf of the world's trade. A navi­ 
gable highway between two oceans is not a 
petty matter for sale and barter between a 
couple of States. 
A M ilita ry G o v e rn o r. 
S a l t il l o , December 17th.— By order of 
the National Government. General Cervan­ 
tes, commanding the military department 
composed of the States of Duiango, Chi­ 
huahua, Coahuila, Tampattlipas and Nuevo 
Leon, has been inaugurated Governor pro 
tom. of the State of Coahuila. to continue 
in office until a new State election can be 
held sotii" three or four months hence. 
This not only settles the dispute between 
the contending Governors, Carrillo and 
Tale, but insures peace and security to the 
State, for neither ¡«arty lias the temerity 
nor inclination to oppose the Federal au­ 
thority.

The I ’ounty Auditor must prepare 
and have printed blank licenses o f «11 classes 
m entioned ill this Ordinance, for the term of 
three, »ix and tw elve m onths, and for such 
shorter term s as are herein authorized to lie 
issued, w ith a blank receipt attached, for the 
signature of the License Collector w hen sold."

How She W as Provided For. 
Tuesday evening, after the adjournment 
of the Police Court, and tiie holding of the 
girl Ida Kvinger to bail in $500 bonds as a 
witness, two citizens asked Judge Henry if 
no wav could be devised to remove the girl 
from the city prison pending tlie inquiry, 
us it was believed that confinement there 
for some days might result ill with a person 
unaccustomed to such procedure, and evi­ 
dently so fickle as she. The Judge stated 
his willingness to permit such liberty to 
her as would insure her presence in Court 
when wanted. He was asked if it would 
be proper to permit an ollicer to have her 
in custody m his home, and he replied that 
if the Chief was willing he would not ob­ 
ject. Chief Jackson was called, and asked 
if the girl could he so disposed of. He said 
he intended to have 
her 
cared 
for 
out of prison; that he was perfectly 
willing to be responsible for her. if in­ 
trusted to the care of a certain officer and 
his wife, a trustworthy and capable woman, 
who was named. Both officials were then 
told, if that could be done, the parties 
making the proposition would raise the 
money to pay the cost and trouble to the 
policeman and his wife. * City Attorney 
Anderson was then consulted, and con­ 
sented. Chief Jackson, when it was fairly 
dark, took the girl in a buggy to the resi­ 
dence, and she is there housed under 
motherly care and close watch, incapable of 
being invaded by parties who would advise 
her to escape, or approach to her. The 
statement published last evening that the 
arrangement was effected by a well-known 
attorney is not correct in manv particulars. 
Yesterday morning a banking house sent 
its attorney to see that the girl was re­ 
moved from the prison and guarded at its 
cost 
elsewhere, but 
she had already 
been provided for 
under explicit in­ 
structions 
of 
the 
Court 
and 
the 
Chief. 
Yesterday 
morning 
tine 
of 
the two gentlemen referred to went upon 
the street and in a brief time collected, 
without any trouble, sufficient money— 
and very much more than needed was 
offered—to pay for the girl's keeping, and 
it has been so applied through the police 
department. The whole matter was simply 
the result of a desire for perfectly fair play. 
An effort i- being made to secure funds 
to he used in engaging additional counsel 
for the prosecution, and it will doubtless 
he successful. A gentleman who resides 
near Lincoln came to the city yesterday, 
and stated that lie would pay half the cost 
of securing au attorney to assist. 
lie knew 
the parents of Miss Kvinger, who were poor 
but respectable people living near his place, 
and, so far as he had ever heard, the girl 
bore a good reputation at her home.

Failed to Agree.—The first of the cases 
of parties arrested in this city for misde­ 
meanor in violating the law relative to sell­ 
ing or giving away liquor on election day 
was taken up in the Police Court yesterday 
morning, Frank Ruhstaller being the de­ 
fendant. He was defended by Matt. F. 
Johnson, and City Attorney Anderson pros­ 
ecuted. A jury, consisting of J. S. Parker, 
O. .V. Henley, S. Ginsberg, F. Gregory, II. 
Cronkite, L. 1!. Mohr, I. Godfrey, C. Iser, 
P. S. Crandall. C. C. Brown, J. McNulty 
and George Blue, was impaneled. Chief 
Jackson was the principal witness for the 
prosecution.

cross-questioned 
closely as to the beverage dispensed, and 
pronounced that it was beer. During the 
pumping process to which he was subjected 
he explained that lie knew that it was beer 
because it looked, smelled and tasted like 
beer—he drank some of it himself. The 
jury evidently doubted his knowledge of 
the'matter under consideration, neverthe­ 
less, for at their first ballot on retiring the 
vote stood six and six. and subsequently 
changed so that on the last ballot there 
were ten for acquittal and two for convic­ 
tion.

IMMIGRATION WORK. 


Tlio Northern California A ssociation and 
its Purposes. 
The N orthern California Im m igration So­ 
ciety was organized by a meeting of repre­ 
sentative citizens held in Sacram ento on tiie 
pith of last September. The plan o f or­ 
ganization 
contem plates 
a subordinate 
branch in eaeh of the several counties com­ 
prising the northern part of the State. 
Most of the counties have some tim e since 
perfected their respective local organiza­ 
tions. Tiic purpose of the move is to dis­ 
sem inate reliable inform ation respecting 
the climate, resources, capabilities and op­ 
portunities w hich exist in northern Cali­ 
fornia, with the view <>f attracting hither a 
larger proportion of that desirable class of 
people who are constantly m aking tlieir way 
westward, and thus prom ote the develop­ 
m ent of our rich ar.d varied resources, add 
to our population, increase our taxable 
wealth, stim ulate all the trades and indus­ 
tries, ami increase our educational, relig­ 
ious, and society advantages. 
W e suggest at this tim ely hour that the 
thing of ;i public character th at should agi­ 
tate the m inds of the people of northern 
California, at least, is the building up and 
strengthening of the N orthern California 
Im m igration 
Society, 
and 
its 
county 
branches. Let our m inds dw ell upon the 
im portance of the subject, and let us each 
and all determ ine to give it that encourage­ 
m ent and assistance which will insure its 
abundant success, and our lasting benefit. 
The central society, with headquarters at 
Sacramento, the (Yipital of i>ur State, is well 
organized and hard at work. It has opened 
an office at No. 820 Second street, in that 
city, and is already in receipt of num erous 
inquiries from all parts ot the East and 
from the southern part of tiiis State about 
northern California. 
_ 
People on the other side of the Rockies 
and in Europe are just beginning to learn 
that California has any northern part to i t ; 
and when, through the efforts of the N orth­ 
ern California Im m igration Society, they 
are made acquainted with the fact that 
here are thousands and tens of thousands 
of reres of as good land us lies out of doors, 
extensive alluvial plains, rich rolling hills 
and num erous fertile valleys; myriads of 
crystal springs and num erous watercourses, 
the latter ranging in m agnitude from rivu­ 
lets to navigable rivers; tim ber for all pur­ 
poses in abundance, and transportation 
facilities extraordinary ; a clim ate second 
to none on earth; a population hardy, 
healthy and vigorous, and rich or growing 
rich from the abundant yield of the soil of 
all the staple fruits and cereals; and room 
and opportunity for tens of thousands 
more to secure homes on comparatively 
easy term s; when these things are known, 
then may we expect to sec the tide of im ­ 
migration turn this way : then.m ay we ex­ 
pect to see our trade increase; then m ay we 
expect to see our towns and cities grow, 
and then may the land-bolder expect for 
his possessions a price corresponding with 
the price received in central or southern 
California for land no more favorably sit­ 
uated and no more productive than his. 
To accomplish all these things the move­ 
m ent m ust be encouraged. 
It m ust have 
the hacking and co-operation of the people, 
and if speedy results are desired that en­ 
couragement m ust not be delayed. 
The central society has already collected 
the data for a general description of n orth­ 
ern California, and now awaits the data for 
a particular description of each county. 
It 
is of great importance that such publication 
as is contem plated should be printed and 
distributed at as early a date as possible. 
Those desiring to seek homes in the W est 
m ust have tim e to arrange their affairs and 
tom e here early in the spring in order to 
realize the best advantages. 
W e are in­ 
formed by the Secretary, I>r. 11. Latham , 
that the great transcontinental transporta­ 
tion companies are ready to co-operate with 
the society, and will act as agents for the 
distribution of documents and other infor­ 
mation at all points in the Eastern States. 
The European steamship lines offer to aid 
the society and act as its agents in Europe, 
and four excursion companies in the East, 
w hich have been engaged in bringing im ­ 
migrants W est, are now anxious to run 
trains hero. 
Ity early spring, with proper 
assistance, the society could be the means 
of having two or three trains of home- 
seekers arrive here each week. 
There is a general disposition on the part 
of large land-holdrrs to divide their estates 
and sell them in -mall tracts to actual set­ 
tlers. The foothills of the Sierra, however, 
are and must rem ain the principal attrac­ 
tion for new -c.em rs. There is no reason 
why m any additional thousands of acres 
of ibothili land cannot be under cultiva­ 
tion bv the close of another year, and m any 
tens of thousands by the close of the year 
following. Sacram ento City and county, 
we are reliably informed, are taking hold 
of this work in earnest, and will bear the 
heaviest part of the burden. T he railroad 
folks, we understand, will also assist some. 
All that is needed is to have the first edi­ 
tion of a work on the advantages of North­ 
ern i 'alifornia issued at once, as an evidence 
of the Societies' vitality and stability. The 
$100 promised !>y each county, w ith the 
extra subscription from Sacramento and a 
fair subscription from the railroad, will do 
this. 
It ought to be an easy m atter to 
raise these am ounts where the work prom ­ 
ises such great, lasting and im m ediate re­ 
sults. 
If the press of northern California will 
take hold of the m atter in earnest, and stir 
the people up to the im portance of the 
work, all lieec-.-nry funds can be realized 
without much effort, as a very sm all sum 
from each will m ake a munificent aggre­ 
gate. The work is not an experim ent. 
As 
Dr. Latham suggests, Kansas. Nebraska, 
Colorado and southern California have 
demonstrated w hat advertising will do. 
They have grown rich and prosperous 
through im m igration. 
W e have only to 
follow in their beaten path. The outlay is 
so small and the results are so great and 
sure, that it is not possible for people who 
are at all public-spirited to hesitate. W e 
hope, therefore, to see every man, and as 
many women as can. throughout northern 
California, give this move their eneourage- 
m ent and assistance, which can be done in 
I no better way than by identifying them - 
I selves at once as members *>f tlieir respect­ 
ive county im m igration societies.—[1’laccr 
¡Jlerald.
